SPRINGFIELD TP*— Gov WU 
Bam G. Stratton today outlined his 
legislative program for 1955, high 
lighted by his unexpected endorse 
ment of annual sessions of the Illi­ 
nois General Assembly. 
Stratton reviewed the first two 
years of his administration, and 
sketched his goals for the second 
half, in a 10,000 word speech pre­ 
pared for delivery as the Legisla­ 
ture opened its 1955 meeting. 
He urged lawmakers to approve: 
Fixed highway speed limits. 
A new court system. 
Stronger anti-Communist laws. 
Broader 
state 
powers 
against 
crime. 
Reorganization 
of 
some 
state 
agencies 
Emergency 
appropriations 
for 
common schools and public aid. 
Higher payments to the jobless 
and disabled workers 
A ’‘realistic" minimum wage law 
A later date for state primary 
elections. 
Stratton Tips Hand 
He had tipped his hand on most 
of these topics earlier, however 
The main surprise was his advo­ 
cacy of a constitutional amendment 
to provide that the Legislature 
hold "annual, and shorter.” .sessions 
instead of meeting for six months 
every two years like they do now. 
Stratton said he was "dismayed 
at the "terrible carnage’’ on the 
highways 
and 
recommended 
a 
three point program to combat ac 
cidents: 
1 A law fixing “a definite limi­ 
tation” on highway speeds 
2 A bigger state police force 
with starting pay raised from 5*322 
a month to 8350 
3. 
Setting up the Illinois Traffic 
Safety Council as a full do. ision 
in the State Public Safety Depart­ 
ment. 
Present state law requires motor­ 
ists to drive at speeds that arc 
"reasonable and safe” under the 
conditions. 
Stratton said 
limits 
should be set that are "realistic 
enough for modern conditions jet 
outlaw really excessive and danger 
ous speeding ’’ 
He proposed limits of 60 to 65 
miles per hour during the day and 
50 to 55 at night for autos, with 
"correspondingly lower” figures for 
trucks 
Stratton later corrected his orig 
inal text to add the reeommenda 
tion that a commission be named 
to study the question of annual 
sessions and report back to the 
1957 Legislature. 
The governor’s office explained 
the constitution prohibits submis­ 
sion of amendments of the same 
constitutional articles to the voters 
oftener than every four years. The

approved legislative remapping.

Stratton did not spell out his

Regulations 
On Stock Buying 


WASHINGTON (U* — Tighter re­ 
strictions 
on 
speculation in the 
booming stock market became ef­ 
fective today with the opening of 
exchanges. 
The restrictions, announced 
on 
Tuesday night, require stock buy­ 
ers to put up at least 60 per cent 
of the purchase price of 
stocks 
rather than the 50 per cent pre­ 
viously permitted. 
The Federal Reserve Board an­ 
nounced the higher margin rates 
Tuesday after all stock exchanges 
had closed. 
The board, as usual 
made no explanation of its action. 
The feeling in Washington 
was 
that excessive stock market credit 
might lead to a wave of specula­ 
tion which could upset the current 
recovery* of business. 
Keith Funston, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, said 
the amount cff money borrowed to 
purchase securities on margin at 
the end of November represented 
less than 1.4 per cent of the market 
values of ail listed stocks at that 
time. 
“ U s hard to understand.” 
he 
said! “ how they possibly 
could 
have concluded credit being used 
in the market today is excessive.” 
Edward T. McCormick, president 
of the American Stock Exchange, 
said he was “ indeed surprised” to 
learn of the higher margin require­ 
ments. 
“The amount of credit now used 
in the market is a matter of public 
record and cannot by any stretch 
of the imagination 
be considered 
high or unhealthy.” he said.

Rayburn is House 
Speaker; Johnson 
Is Senate Leader 


WASHINGTON IP - The Demo­ 
crats took over command of Con­ 
gress today with a prayer and 
a pledge to cooperate with Repub­ 
lican President Eisenhower in the 
two crucial years that lie ahead. 
Harmony was in the air as the 
84th Congress convened at noon 
w ith the traditional opening-day 
formalities. No legislative business 
was transacted. 
Four hours before the Senate and 
House were 
gavelled to order, 
legislators joined Mr. Eisenhower

Cautious Driving 
Can Cut Crime 
Rate: Hoover 


Says Traffic 
Policemen Could Work 
On M ajor Crimes 


WASHINGTON IP—FBI Director 
J 
Fldgar Hoover thinks cautious 
driving could help stern the na 
lion's crim e rate which spiraled to 
a record high last year. 
How? Hoover explained 
in the 
FB I’s 
“ Law 
Enforcement 
Bulle­ 
tin.” that if the “ millions of usual­ 
ly responsible and law-abiding citi­ 
zens” would refrain from violating 
speed laws and other traffic regu­ 
lations, 
thousands of policemen. 
now assigned to traffic duty, could 
work on major crimes. 
“ The demand for traffic officers 
in many police departm ents has 
whittled the num ber of men avail­ 
able for other duties to a point 
where there are too few of them 
for the job they have to do,” he 
said in referring to the 5 per cent 
rise in the serious crime rate. 
Hoover also discussed the record 
crim e rate and other aspects of 
the F B I’s work in an extensive 
year-end report to Atty. Gen. Her­ 
bert Brownell J r 
He said that new highs were set 
in 1954 for such crimes as robbery, 
serious assaults, rapes, burglaries 
and larcenies. 
But there was a 
slight drop in the num ber of homi­ 
cides and auto thefts. 
Hoover’s report covered a va 
r ie tv of subjects in which the FBI 
has been involved in the past year 
Among them were: 
Communism: 
"T he 
need 
for 
eternal vigilance against subver­ 
sion by followers of the Com mu­ 
nist party becomes more neces­ 
sary with the world wide rise of 
‘neutralism ’ and the intensified So­ 
viet 
propaganda

He said that during the year the 
FBI arrested 29 p a r ty .leaders on 
charges of conspiring to teach and 
advocate the violent overthrow of 
this government, or for belonging 
to 
an organization

teach that doctrine. 
Bank Robberies: There were 307 
bank robberies in 1954, las com ­ 
pared with 248 in 1953; 176 hank 
burglaries as compared with 154 
and 34 bank larcenies as com* 
pared with 16.
